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by  patient  continuance  in  well  doinfr,  seeic  for  glory,  honor,  and  im- 
mortality— eternal  life. — Bom.  ii.  fi,  7.  But  the  gjtt  of  God  is  eternal 
life  through  Je<us  Christ  our  Lord. — liom.  vi.  23.  And  he  said  uT\to 
me.  These  are  they  wliich  came  out  of  great  tribulation,  and  have 
■washed  their  rofies,  and  made  them  -svhite  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 
They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any  more,  neither  shall  the 
sun  light  on  them,  nor  any  heat.

8.  lie  that  believeth  not 
shall  be  damned. — diark,  xvi.  lb.  And  whosoever  was  not  found 
written  in  the  liook  of  life,  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  tire. — ii-r.  xx. 
15.  Fear  him  which  is  able  to  destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  hell. 
M(t(t.  X.  23.  He  that  is  unju^t  let  him  be  unjust  still,  and  he  that  is 
filthy  let  him  be  tilthy  still.— i?f  r.  xxii.  11.  Ho  that  believeth  not 
the  Son  shall  not  see  life,  but  the  wrath  ot  God  ubidch  un  him, —

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COVENANT. 


You  do  now.  in  the  presence  of  the  heart  searchinj]j  God, 
and  before  angels  and  men,  choose  the  Lord  Jehovah,  for 
your  God  and  portion,  and  you  heartily  receive  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  for  your  Redeemer  and  Saviour,  and  the  Holy 
Spirit  for  your  Teacher  and  Sanctitier.  You  do  wholly 
renounce  the  service  of  Satan ;  and  you  promise  to  yield 
persevering  obedience  to  all  the  divine  commandments. 
You  engage  to  receive  in  love  the  pure  doctrines  of  the 
Gospel,  as  they  are  taught  in  the  holy  scriptures  ;  and  you 
promise  to  contend  earnestly  for  the  f  lith  which  was  once 
delivered  unto  the  saints. 

You  do  submit  yourself  to  the  government  of  Christ  in 
his  church,  and  to  the  regular  administration  of  his  gov- 
ernment in  this  church.  You  do  covenant  to  attend  the 
worship  of  God  and  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel  with  this 
church,  so  long  as  you  are  a  member  of  it,  and  God  con- 
tinues you  in  this  place.  And  you  promise  to  be  account- 
able to  this  church  as  long  as  you  live,  unless  your  rela- 
tion to  it  be  regularly  dissolved.  This  you  promise  and 
covenant  to  do. 

"We  do  now  receive  you  into  our  communion,  and  we 
covenant  to  watch  over  you,  far  as  we  providentially  may, 
and  to  promote  your  spiritual  edification  with  all  fidelity 
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and  tenderness  ;  treating  you  in  truth  and  love  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  body  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  wlio  is  the  head 
over  all  things  to  the  church,  -svliich  is  his  body,  the  ful- 
ness of  him  that  tilleth  all  in  all. 

And  may  the  blessing  of  God  the  Father.  Son  and  Holy 
Ghost,  the  God  of  the  everlasting  covenent,  abide  ^vith, 
strengthen  and  cheer  you  amid  all  the  temptations,  trials 
and  events  of  your  earthly  pilgrimage  :  and  proving  faith- 
ful unto  death,  may  you  be  prepared  to  eat  of  the  supper 
of  the  Lamb  with  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob,  and  all  the 
ransomed  of  the  Lord,  in  the  upper  sanctuary  of  glory ; 
and  to  free  and  sovereign  grace  shall  be  all  the  praise, — 
Amen. 
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ARTICLES  OP  DISCIPLINE. 


1.  A  CuuRcn  consists  of  a  number  of  visible  saints, 
wlio  unite  and  bind  themselves,  by  a  public  profession  of 
the  Christian  Religion,  and  by  a  mutual  covenant,  to  main- 
tain religious  communion,  in  the  worship  and  service  of 
God,  and  the  ordinances  and  discipline  of  the  gospel. 

2.  Such  a  company  of  saints  possesses  all  the  power, 
which  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  given  to  his  church  ;  and 
is  warranted,  independently  of  any  other  body,  to  exercise 
in  his  name  the  autliority,  which  he  has  given  in  the  scrip- 
tures, for  the  maintenance  of  the  peace,  order,  purity  and 
happiness  of  his  churches. 

0.  A  church  may  exist,  and  has  a  right  to  act,  respect- 
ing all  its  interests  and  concerns,  previously  to  the  election 
and  appointment  of  its  standing  ollicers. 

4.  It  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  a  church  to  choose 
and  appoint  its  own  officers,  who  are  bound,  when  they 
are  regularly  inducted  to  otlice,  to  act  as  serv.'ints  of  the 
church  for  the  promotion  of  its  spiritual  interests  in  the 
duties  of  their  appointment. 

5.  No  person  ought  to  become  the  Pastor  of  a  Church 
by  ordination  or  instalhition,  without  previously  becoming 
a  member  of  it. 

6.  The  ordinary  and  necessary  otTicers  of  a  church,  are 
ministers  and  deacons ;  but  a  church  has  a  right  to  ap- 
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point  any  of  its  members  to  the  performance  of  any  ser- 
vice that  may  be  accounted  necessary  or  expedient  for 
the  advancement  of  its  spiritual  interests. 

7.  It  is  the  office  and  duty  of  the  minister  to  preside 
in  the  church,  to  preach  the  gospel,  to  administer  the  or- 
dinances, and  to  labor  publicly  and  privately  for  the  spirit- 
ual welfare  of  all  the  souls,  that  are  committed  to  his 
charge. 

8.  It  is  the  office  and  duty  of  a  deacon  to  perform  any 
stated  or  occasional  service,  that  is  assigned  by  the  church, 
and  particularly  to  serve  the  church,  at  the  administration 
of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  in  the  communication  of  their 
charity,  to  relieve  the  temporal  necessities  of  its  needy 
members. 

9.  A  church  is  bound,  by  its  covenant,  and  by  the  re- 
quirements and  exhortations  of  the  scriptures,  to  be  at- 
tentive to  the  conduct  and  state  of  all  its  members,  to 
maintain  and  manifest  a  spirit  of  christian  aifection  and 
sympathy,  and  to  ■watch  for  the  prevention  of  uncliristian 
and  disorderly  conversation  and  behavior. 

10.  If  any  member  of  a  church  do  any  injury  or  give 
any  offence  to  another  member,  it  is  his  duty  to  go  ^vithout 
delay  to  the  one  whom  he  has  injured  or  offended,  and 
make  a  christian  acknowledgement  and  confession  of  his 
fault;  and  render  satisfaction  to  his  offended  or  injured 
brother. 

11.  '^Yhenever  any  member  of  a  church  is  guilty  of  a 
scandalous  offence,  it  is  the  duty  of  any  other  member, 
who  has  a  knowledge  of  the  olfence,  to  go  directly  to  the 
offender,  and  proceed  with  him  according  to  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  eighteenth  chapter 
of  Matthew's  gospeL 


12.  None  ought  to  bring  a  complaint  against  a  member 
of  a  cliurch,  before  the  body,  unless  they  are  satisfied 
there  is  just  cause  of  complaint  and  evidence  of  the  of- 
fence; nor  until  they  have  taken  the  private  methods  to 
convince  and  reclaim  him. 

13.  A  church  ought  not  to  receive  a  complaint  against 
a  member,  unless  it  be  brought  by  two  or  three,  who  tes- 
tify, that  the  private  methods  to  reclaim  him  have  been 
taken,  without  success,  and  that  he  ought  to  be  called  to 
an  account  by  the  church. 

14.  A  church  ought  to  excommunicate  every  offending 
member,  who  persists  in  his  offence,  or  docs  not  afford 
evidence  of  repentance  and  reformation,  after  dealing  with 
him  according  to  the  scriptures. 

15.  An  excommunicated  person  may  not  be  restored 
but  upon  a  public  confession  of  his  sin,  a  profession  of  re- 
pentance and  a  reformation  of  his  conduct. 

RULES  ADOPTED  DECEMBER  1,  1856. 
All  letters  of  dismission  hereafter  given  shall  contain  a 
proviso,  annulling  them  if  not  presented  within  one  year 
from  date. 

All  non-resident  members  (embracing  those  to  whom 
letters  of  dismission  and  recommendation  have  been  grant- 
ed) are  required  to  report  themselves  to  the  church  an- 
nually, by  letter  or  otherwise. 

Non-resident  members  neglecting  to  comply  with  the 
foregoing  regulations  for  the  term  of  three  years,  may  not 
expect  the  church  to  grant  letters  of  dismission  and  recom- 
mendation without  a  satisfactory  explanation.
